Your Constitutional Rights Outraged 

Til ni are never on even footing with the rich when they 

go into court, because the rich caij hire high priced lawyers. But 
it is your constitutional right (hat in jury trials you shall not be 
at the mercy of a jury that is drawn to beat you. 

This is your inherent, constitutional and American right but si^ 
circuit judges. Turner, Eschweilcr. Williams. Ludwig, Halsey, Tarrant, 
one municipal judge, Backus, and three civil judges, Cummings, Dono¬ 
van and Blenski, have just as effectively stacked the cards so that there 
will be plenty of injustice for you if you ever have a case in court. You 
will, however, carefully note that Judge Cordes, who recognizes the 
rights of all classer of citizens, did not concur in this judicial outrage. 
Had Judge Eisner been in the city, he would have also joined in the 
protest. This being a practical object lesson, should be a startling eye- 
opener to all intelligent workingmen, for had they elected a few more 
men in sympathy with the working class to the judiciary, we would not 
now be humiliated by the present situation. 

PAY CAREFUL ATTENTION TO THESE FACTS 

In Milwaukee county the men who are selected for jury service are 
named by the jury commission. This jury commission is appointed by 
the judges. For years these judges have refused to put any but busi¬ 
ness men on the jury commission. Finally the protest of the working 
people became too strong and for fear of losing votes the judges finally 
appointed a representative of labor. Charles V. Schmidt, as one of the 
three commissioners. Last November Mr. Schmidt was elected treas¬ 
urer of Milwaukee county on the Social-Democratic ticket and there¬ 
fore resigned. 

HOW THEY TRICKED YOU 

Instead of appointing a successor to Mr. Schmidt so that the work¬ 
ing class might be represented and its rights recognized, these nonpart:- j 
san judges kept the position open at the behest of the Merchants and : 
Manufacturer's association. Then, last month—waiting until after the 
late judicial election, so as to fool as many workers out of their votes 
as possible—after a half-year’s intentional delay, they filled the vacancy 
with a real estate man and turned LABOR DOWN COLD. 

Labor s right to a voice in the selection of jurors has been ruthlessly 
and scandalously outraged by these class-serving, nonpartisan judges, 
and if you have your arms or legs mutilated by defective machinery and 
sue for damages, you will have to face a hostile jury, selected by men 
out of sympathy or contact with the working class. 

Thus have you been grievously wronged, for it means that no man 
that works in a shop or factory or is known to be connected in any way 
with the labor movement has a ghost of a show of ever being selected 
on any jury, and it is your duty to thoroughly inform yourselves con¬ 
cerning this judicial outrage, so that you can discuss it, and you should 
discuss it with your fellow workmen and shop mates and other meet* 
ings, so that these facts which the daily papers have kept hidden may 
be as widely known as possible and right and justice finally come out 
of it. 

PEOPLE-BE-DAMNED JUDGES 

This high-handed conduct of the judges deserves your most bitter 
and everlasting censure, and must not be forgoren. These men, Turner, 
Williams. Eschweiler, Ludwig, Halsey. Tarrant. Backus. Cummings, 
Donovan and Blenski. have thrown off their hypocritical and nonparti¬ 
san mask and now stand revealed in their true light—that of men elected 
by the people but subservient to the big interests and therefore wholly 
out of sympathy with^the-r^hts of the people, whose toil gives Mil* 
waukee its greatness. 

The judges are elected by the people and are answerable to the peo¬ 
ple. The people must be informed of their acts. The capitalist parties 
have tried to protect their judges by keeping the people from getting a 
law enacted to recall unfair judges. These autocratic, pcople-be-damncd 
judges must be made to realize that they are after all only public serv* 
ants answerable to the people and that the people

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Black Sheep

f OR months past there Moot! at 
the he:ul of the main stairway 
in the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York City, .1 Kla.ss case hoUlinR 
an alabaster jar found in the tomb of 
a queen wlto lived and reiRnctl in 
Kjo'pt some three thousand three 
hundred years aRo. Her name Is va¬ 
riously spelt, the shortest and sim¬ 
plest form hemg Queen Ti. On the 
lid of the jarlis a sculptured head— 
the Kgr>'ptian headdress and the eyes 
colored or enameled—supposed with 
good reason to be a likeness of the 
queen herself. Small as the thing is, 
the effect is startlingly vivid, the ex¬ 
pression being full of strength of 
will, of life and individuality. Per¬ 
haps it is the harsh contrast between 
the while of the alabaster and the 
black of hair and eyes that lends a 
touch of the sinister to the face, lint 
there the suggestion is. 

Queen Ti*s story, so far as it is 
known, does not show her to have 
been evil. It is one of the romances 
of history. She was the wife, the hrst 
and chief wife, of Amen-hetep HI of 
the XVII! dyna.vty and the only low 
born woman ever raised to complete 
equality on the throne of Kgypt. She 
was a girl of the people, her mother 
having been “dresser to the king,” 
presumably an attendant in the royal 
harem, wher- it Is supposed that the 
young prince saw the daughter. How¬ 
ever that may have been, the king 
married Ti not long after his acces- 
.sion to the throne. They lived to¬ 
gether till his death thirty-six years 
after and in all that time he showed 
his devotion to his wife In every 
possible manner. Her portraits in] 
some form or other are scattered, 
through the regions where the couple ; 
reigned. The palace which was hers 
still displays in its ruined magniti- 
cence the luxury with which she was 
encompassed as queen. Her tomb has 
been discovered, too. and the objects 
found in ii bear out the same story. 
Tt is signiliennt that though .\men- 
hetep had a harem and any number 
of secondary wives, among them sev¬ 
eral foreign princesses of high de¬ 
gree. these ladies are lost in obscurity 
and scarcely anything about them has 
.-omc down to posterity I*or all their 
blue blood, it w.is the low born Ti 
who ruled supreme. 

Kor did her connection with the 
throne close with the king’s death. 


She was the mother of that famous 
king of Kg)‘pt who defied the priestly 
hierarchy of Amon and dared to set 
up a new religion and built to that 
end a new city. He has been de¬ 
scribed as the tirst individual to stand 
out clearly in the dimness of those 
ancient days and the first idealist. 
Though the fight he made was a los¬ 
ing one and the dynasty came to an 
end within a few generations, Queen 
Ti could scarcely liave been of the 
race of weaklings to be the mother 
of such a man. 

This small alabaster head suggests 
tlie type of woman found moil often 
in oriental countries, the type of 
which the late empress of China w.i^ 
probably the most modern exp«»nent. 
Women of tins temperament have 
been repeatedly the force behind the 
throne, ruling unseen but not unfelt 
Once having gained power not theirs 
by birth, likely through «ex attrac¬ 
tion at first, they m.aintained it by 
absolute unscrupulousness, stopping 
at nothing to that end. .‘^uch a wom¬ 
an never slept the less sweetly be¬ 
cause she knew that her enemy lay 
dead

C HERE is talk of war in Europe 
just noA*. M'e hope anti believe 
that it will prove to be baseless.

To^y tHe machinery and the land used for' 
irdustrfal purposn are owned by a rapidly 
deereasing minority. So long ss machinery 
is simple and easily handled by one man, it 
(Iocs not make iu owners so powerful that 
they can dominate the sources of life of 
others. But when machinery beermes more 
and more complex and expensive, and re<utires 
for iti effective operation the orgtnited effort 
of many workers, its influence reaches over 
srdef circles of life. The owners of such 
machinery become the dominant dasr. 

the M.\SSES in SCBJECnON. 

In proportion as Ihe number of such ma¬ 
chine owners compared to all other classes de- 
ereaoes, their power in the nation and in ihe 
wor’d increases. They bring ever larger maises 
of working people under their control, reduc¬ 
ing them to the i»oinl where muscle and brain 
are either only productive property. .Millions 
of formerly seli-empioyini workers thus be¬ 
come the helpless wage slaves of the Indus¬ 
trial mastera, , .u .1 

The more ihe economic power of the ruling 
class grows, the lest useful dees it become In 
the life of the nation. The overwhelming 
bulk of the uaeful work of the nation falls 
upon the shoulders of the classes that either 
have not other prodnetive property but their;

workers—or that have but little land and little 
oiachinery outside of their labor power—the;

"""■MOnERN' INDUSTRY PI.ANT.ESS. 

In spite of the urganixation of trusts, pools 
end combinaiiona, iTie capitalists arc power¬ 
less to regulate production for social enda 
Industries arc largely conducted in a nian- 
less manner. Through periods of feverish ac¬ 
tivity the strength and health of the workers 
tre mercilessly undermined, snd during periods 
of enforced idleness the workers arc Irequciit- 
ly reduced lo starvation. 

The climaxes of this chaotic system of pro¬ 
duction are >he renlariy recurring industrial 
depressions and crises which paralyse the na¬ 
tion every fifteen or twenty years. 

In its mad and reckless race for profits the 
capitalist class is liound to exploit the workers 
to the very limit of their endurance and to 
s.vrrifice their physical.^ moral and mental we! 


It drags their wives from their homes to the 
mill and factory. It snatches their chitdrrn 
from the olaygrounds and leheels and trin<is 
their slenuer bMies and unformed minds into 
cold dollars. It wantonly disfigurrs. maims 
and kills hundreds of thousands of workM|f 
men annually in mines, on railroads and tn 
factories. It drives millions of workers into 
ihe ranks of the unemployed' and forces large 
numbers of them into beggary, vagrancy and 
til forms of crime and vice. 

PUBLIC INTELLIGENCE CORRUITED. 

To maintain Ibeir rule over their fellow 
men, the eapiulisis must keep in their nay 
all organs of the public powers, public mind 
and public roriKiencr. 'I'hry control the dom¬ 
inating parties and through them (be elected 
public oflicula. They seteci our executives, 
bribe our legislatnret and corrupt our courts 
cf justice. They own and censor the press. 
They snay our educational institutions. They 
own the nation ^liiically and intellectually 
just as they own ii industrially. 

The struggle between n-ag« workers and 
capitalists grows ever fiercer and lias become 
the only vital ttsne before the American peo¬ 
ple. The wage working class, therefore, has 
the most vital and direct interest in abolish¬ 
ing the capitalist system. But in abolishing 
the present system, (he workingmen will free 
not only their own class, but also all other 
classes of modem society; The small farmer, 
who ia today exploileil by targe capital more 
indirectly but not lest effectively than is the 
«aiK laborer: the small manufacturer and 
trader, who is engaged in a desperate and los¬ 
ing struggle for economic Independence in the 
face of the all-eonqueriiig power of conecn- 
traled capital; and even the capitalist himself, 
who is (be slave of his wealth, rather than its 
master. The struggle of the working class 
against (he capitalist class, while it is a cisss 
struggle, is thus at the same time a struggie 
for the abolition of all classes and class privi¬ 
leges. 

MU.ST CONQUER THE POLITICAL 
POWER. 

The private ownership of the land and 
meant of production used for exploitation, Is 
the rock upon which class rule is built; Mli- 
tical government is its indbpentable instru¬ 
ment. The wage workers cannot be freed 
from exploitation without conquering the po¬ 
litical power and subsiituting collective and 
democratic administration for private owner¬ 
ship of the'land and the means of produciion 
used for exploitation. 

The basis for sticli transformation is rapidly 
developing within ihe very hosom of present 
capitalist society. The factory system, with 
its immense machinery and minute division 
of talmr. is rapidly destroying alt vestiges of 
individual production in manufacture. .Modern 
prmlnction Is alread) very largely a collective 
and social process, v.-hile the great trusts and 
monopolies which hive' sprung up in recent 
years have had the effect of erganiiing the 
work and managemrnt of some of our main 
industries on a national scale, and fitting them 
for national use and operation.

Dear Sir:—In both a news article 
and an editorial in your issue <if .Au¬ 
gust i/th. you state that in the dis¬ 
tribution of copies of my speech I 
have taken undue advantage of the 
franking privilege. 

Your statement is entirely incor¬ 
rect. The particular practice wliich 
you say 1 have followed—that of en¬ 
closing f. . distribution five separately 
enveloped speeches in a larger en¬ 
velope. and bundles of thesp ag.ain 
in a still larger envelope, necessitat¬ 
ing three han<lling.s by the pontuftlcr 
—has not at any time been followed 
by me. or by any one in my employ. 
I do n»u believe that the practice is 
a violation of eitlter the letter or the 
spirit of the law It happen* merely 
that I have not distributed any 
speeches in that way. and your state¬ 
ment to the contrary is without 
foundation. 

In mailing matter fr-»m my ofiicr 
I havjp at no time taken unfair atlvan- 
tage of the franking privilege With 
no wish to.reflect upon any other per¬ 
son. I may say lliat I have some re.i- 
son for believing that nn office force 


has been rather more scrupulous than 
any other in observing the difference 
between otVicial and nnoiVicial mail. .\ 
consi<lerable part of what issues from 
my oftice carries postage. My postage 
account for the four months. April- 
July. inclusive, shows that an average 
of .ii>8 letters (assuming that all car¬ 
ried first class postage) each month 
were stamped. The I’nited Pres* 
newspapers some time ago saw tit to 
chronicle the fact that in sending nut 
advance manuscript copies of one of 
my speeches. I had used stamped en¬ 
velopes. whereas the general practice, 
they asserted, is to use the con¬ 
gressional frank. 

In circulating my speeches I have 
simply followed the prevailing prac¬ 
tice authorised by law. Some of 
these are sent singly, ami some are 
sent in bundles. No bundle is sent 
except upon specific rerpirst. and
